1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/05/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. The After-Final Amendment will not be entered, because the amendment of 
claims 1, 6, 20, and 24, such as the limitation regarding "sending an initial address 
message having a redirection counter set to a maximum allowed value at an origination 
switch," was added to claims 1 , 6, 20, and 24, after the Final Rejection, therefore, 
requiring further consideration and/or search by the Examiner. Applicant also argues 
that Bertacchi fails to teach the limitations of claims 8 and 14, which recite, "preventing 
the call from being completed," and "initiating fraud prevention activity." These 
limitations, however, are found in Bertacchi. 

3. In regards to claims 8 and 14, Applicant argues that Bertacchi fails to teach, 
"preventing the call from being completed," and "initiating fraud prevention activity." 
Examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. Bertacchi does teach preventing 
the call from being completed (col. 7 lines 26-40) and initiating fraud prevention activity 
(col. 2-3 lines 62-3 and col. 7 lines 26-40). 
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
